I left oin Aewark on March 0 with 


my family for a trip south, ana arrlv 
ed at Cincinnati at 1 o'clock. The

324,037 baths given at a cost of |3 to 
$10 per course ticket of 21 baths and 
the same attendant fee to all, rich or 
poor, ?3.
